In 1988, Abate was found not guilty in a 
Lake County court of threatening an An- 
tioch man, Don Cardcn, in connection 
with an "Airplane (pyramid) Scheme" that 
had been operating in the area. 
On Friday, the federal jury found Abate 
guilty of soliciting an undercover federal 
agent to murder Garden. The agent was 
investigating Abate for illegally selling 
guns to gangs, at the time of the solicita- 
tion. 

When the pyramid scheme was operating 
in Antioch, participants paid $1,500 for a 
seat on the plane and supposedly worked 
their way up to pilot by selling seats. 

Abate was suspected of threatening a 24- 
year-old Antioch woman who had refused 
. to give a participant back his $1,500 after 
selling him a seat He was also suspected 
of destroying the woman's car, but he was 
never charged with either offense. 

He was later arrested and charged with 
threatening Cardcn but a Lake County 
jury let him go. 

At the time, Antioch Police LL Tom 



Fisher had Antioch police watch the 
girl's home, concerned that harm might 
come to her family or the house itself af- 
ter the car was destroyed 
According to Fisher, no overtime was 
put in, and he felt il was the duly of the 
police department to protect Antioch resi- 
dents.

"playing favoritism" because he was ac- 
quainted with the victim and her family. 
No one involved with the illegal 
"Airplane Scheme" was ever charged. 
A very short time later, Fisher, who had 
been first in command of the police de- 
partment during Chief Chuck Miller's 
several month sick leave, and second in 
command under Miller, was moved 
sideways and made investigative officer 
with a department consisting of himself 

under his command. 
Sgt. Charles Waikins was promoted to 
lieutenant and given equal rank and more 
people under his jurisdiction until Robert 
Wilton was elected mayor.

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Water agency donates 




The Central Lake County Joint Action 
Water Agency Board of Directors has 
voted to approve the purchase of $75,000 
in emergency rescue equipment and 
$12,000 for specialized rescue training for 
the fire departments serving the Agency 
area. The special emergency equipment 
requested by local Tire departments will 
enable them to maintain their high level 
of readiness and ability to handle any 
emergency in their response areas. 

The Water Agency Project will require 
the construction of a 120-foot deep shaft 
of 65 feet in diameter to be build into the 
bluff along Lake Michigan with a tunnel 
that extends 400 feet into Lake Michigan 
in order to draw fresh water into the raw 
water intake station. In addition, 32 miles 
of trench-type construction for the 
installation of the distribution system will 
be required in the agency area. There also 
will be numerous pipeline projects being 
undertaken by the member communities. 

Area Tire chiefs were consulted by the 
agency to insure that they understood the 
project's scope and that they would not be 
affected adversely by the demands the 
project may place on their departments. A 
panel of fire chiefs compiled a list of 
emergency equipment needed for the water 
project and have submitted a proposal for 
establishing a specialized rescue team 



comprised of three firefighters from eight 
fire departments. This rescue team will 
learn tunnel and trench emergency rescue 
procedures during, an intensive three- 
month training period. 

"We (the board of directors) felt it was

Formulating the SAMP plan won't be 
easy, based on a wide variety of needs 
cited by citizens attending hearings in 
Lake and McHcnry counties.

"The ordinances right now 
are not being enforced," he 
said. 

The peace officer would 
not carry a gun, but would 
be responsible for letting 
people know if they are in 
violation.

Civic center authority 
could aid arts center 




A measure expanding the boundaries of 
the Waukegan Civic Center Authority to 
all of Lake County has been endorsed by 
the Illinois House Executive Commiuee. 

The bi-partisan legislation is considered 
to be a vital step toward creation of a 
Lake County Cultural Arts Center now 
being studied by two consultants 
employed 'by the Lake County Arts 
Council with grants from the state and 
the Forest Preserve Dist 

Enabling legislation expanding the 
Waukegan entity was introduced by Rep. 
John Matijevich(D-Waukegan) and Rep. 
Robert Churchill (R-Lake Villa). 

The civic center plan has the backing of 
Charles Isely III, president of the 
Waukcgan-Lakc County Chamber of 



Commerce who sees the center being 
coupled with convention and tourism 
efforts. 

By coupling the arts center proposal 
with a civic-convention center, Isely 
pointed out that financial support could 
be obtained through the county's existing 
tax on hotel room rentals. Now at four 
percent , raising the tax to the five 
percent limit is envisioned as producing 
$500,000 a year in revenue for debt 
service. 

The arts center has been proposed for a 
site owned by the Lake County Forest 
Preserve Dist. at Brae Loch Rd. and Rte.

Three-community task 
force combats drugs 



Parents and other concerned residents 
from Antioch, Lake Villa and Lindcnhurst 
are pooling their efforts through a 
Communities Task Force on Alcohol and 
Drugs to effect positive community 
change. 
The task force, which began this spring, 
was the major force behind unified curfew 
hours in the three villages of 11 p.m. on 
week nights and midnight on weekends. 
The primary purpose of the organization, 
according to member Carol Zcrba, is to 
promote education within the community 
and to communicate the drug and alcohol 
related problems with not only children, 
but with parents as well. . 

"We want to help provide a safe and 
healthy environment for everyone. The 
task force is here to promote self-esteem, 
awareness, friendship and caring within 
families and the community. It is to be a 
resource; something kids and parents can 
call upon and use instead of turning to 
drugs and alcohol," said Zcrba. 
The task force has five major objectives: 
1) Information and awareness; 2) 
Education and social skills training; 3) 
Provide alternative activities such as 
dances, picnics and parties; 4) Training of 
impactors, which are people who allow 
drinking, drugs and bad behavior, and 



make them aware of the problems they are 
causing within their family; and 5) Social 
policy developments (i.e. curfew). 

The task force consists of three 
individuals from Antioch, five from 
Lindenhurst and two from Lake Villa. In 
addition, each of the three villages has its 
own individual group on drug and alcohol 
awareness, and the three of them together 
form the communities task force. 

Members will soon begin circulating 
flyers informing residents what the task 
force is all about. To promote the group, 
there are also plans in the works for a 
three-community non-alcoholic picnic 
with games, food and fun, according to 
Zcrba. 

A booth at the summer Linden fesi will 
be sponsored by the group as well, where 
members will be able to distribute 
educational material to residents of the 
communities. 

Zcrba said the group "can never have 
enough members either. As with any 
volunteer group there is always the need 
for more help to make this program a 
success.

Compost your waste Letters Tn The Editor 



Illinois is the first state in the nation to 
ban all forms of landscape waste from 
disposal in landfills with a ban beginning 
July 1. Landscape waste comprises 15 to 
20 percent of a municipality's total annual 
waste stream. It is estimated that Illinois 
citizens generate about 7 to 9 million 
cubic yards of land waste. 

During the summer and fall months, 
yard waste can amount to SO percent of 
residential trash. 

As the July 1 deadline nears, villages, 
townships and the County of Lake are 
finalizing yard waste disposal programs. 
Communities must consider educating 
residents on how to create individual 



compost sites. 

Composting is the controlled 
decomposition of organic materials using 
aerobic bacteria. Illinois DcpL of Energy 
and Natural Resources reports state 
backyard composting by homeowners is 
an efficient approach to yard waste 
diversion because it eliminates the need for 
organized collection. 

The more leaves, grass and brush that 
can be disposed of at the site where the 
waste was created — individual yards of the 
homes of our community — the better for 
everyone. Individual composting is one 
time when citizen involvement will have a 
direct reduction in governmental costs.

After his election in 1966, Harold 
Scheskie turned out to be the most non- 
political sheriff in the history of Lake 
County. Perhaps that is why he only 
served one term. An up-from-the-ranks 
law enforcement officer, Scheskie simply 
was a no-nonsense, nuts and bolts sheriff, 
dedicated to public service and advancing 
the cause of highway safety which he 
hewed to with uncommon enthusiasm 
during his 32 years in the department. 
Funeral services were conducted 
last week for former Sheriff Scheskie who 
died at age 80. 

He was a true citizen of Lake County. 
Sheriff Scheskie was bom on a farm in 
Decrfleld. He married a girl from North 
Chicago. He attended church in Round 
Lake. One of his affiliations was the 
Masonic Lodge in Waukcgan. For many 
years he and his family made their home 
in Wads worth. In recent years he resided in 
Wildwood. 

Sheriff Scheskic's management style 
wasn't always popular. He angered a 
number of lawyers by tightening up on 
their credit for serving legal papers and 
insisted that they pay unpaid bills. He was 
the first to turn over to the county fees 
charged for photo copies of auto accidents. 

Lake County was a far different 
community in the middle 60's yet Sheriff 
Scheskie left an unprecedented legacy for 
honesty and integrity. After retirement, 
Sheriff was proud of his simple credo: 
"Do the kind of job that the people expect 
of the sheriffs office."

Hess: Voters must check registration status 



Voters in seven Lake County townships 
will be receiving cards over the next three 
months to check on their voter 
registration status announced Lake County 
Clerk Linda Hess. 

"Lake County is growing rapidly with 
folks moving daily, and the last person 
they think to notify is the county clerk. 
Consequently, precinct lists must be 
continually 'culled' to keep them 
accurate," said Hess. "It is vital that voter 
records be as up-to-date as possible, since 
this prevents opportunities for vote fraud, 
as well as reduces election expenses," she 
continued. 

"We began this program in 1988 as an 
easy and convenient way to 'audit* our 
records," Hess noted. Under the plan, 
which is similar to a routine bank audit, 
voters in the targeted townships will 
receive a white postcard giving their voter 
registration information. If it is correct, 
the voter does nothing. But if it is 
incorrect, the voter is to notify the county 
clerk's office, she explained. "The real ' 



value of this process," she noted, "is that 
the post office will return postcards to us 
when me voter has moved, which signals 
us that they may no longer be a qualified 
voter," said Hess. "However, no voter is 
automatically dropped from the rolls until 
a two-year period has expired. 

"In fact," she continued, "our office 
sends two additional forwardablc notices 
which helps remind a voter who has 
moved to re-register. 

"We arc doing this during the summer 
months to give voters maximum time to 
make any necessary changes before 
election day. Cards will be mailed out this 
week to voters in Fremont, Vernon and 
Wauconda Twps.; the week of June 4 to 
voters in Ela and Liberty ville Twps.; and 
the week of July 9 to voters in Warren and 
West Dccrficld Twps. 

In total, 1076,391 voters (45 percent of 
the registered voters in the county) will 
receive a notice this summer with 
additional townships added if there is time. 
These townships were chosen because 



they weren't part of earlier audits. "We 
expect this will be a painless and efficient 
method to update our records, and we arc 



asking voters for their cooperation by 
giving us a quick response," concluded 
Hess.

measures are needed to combat shoplifting 
lifting by customers and pilferage by 
employes. 

Security specialists have become key 
members of management and operations 
teams. One such specialist is Terry 
Armficld, a former detective with the 
Walworth County sheriffs dept. who is 
security manager at Gander Mountain, 
one of the top outdoors outfitters in the 
nation with headquarters at Wilmot, Wis., 
where the firm with more than 400 
employes also maintains retail services. 

Gander Mountain catalogs arc known to 
outdoor enthusiasts and gun collectors all 
over the world. 

Security is part of an ll person loss 
prevention dept. at Gander Mountain 
which draws employes from a wide area 
of southern Wisconsin and northern 
Illinois. 

For obvious reasons, Armficld can't talk 
about specific security measures. The 
former policeman says only that his staff 
is "working on problems all the time." 

Both inside and outside problems 
encountered by a major retailer and mail 
order company arc illustrated by. two 
recent insidents where the Fox Lake 
Police Dept cooperated in the recovery of 
nearly $10,000 stolen merchandise 
including guns, ammunition and knives. 

"The Fox Lake Police Dept. did a great 
job. We appreciate their efforts," declared 
Armficld, who said the cooperation of 
police in neighboring communities is 
essential for a successful security 
program. 

One incident involved theft of 
merchandise valued at nearly $2,000 by 
an employe who was arrested and, now 
faces prosecution. The other incident 
involved an organized group of shoplifters 
who counterfeited purchase stickers to 
pass through checkers. 



That the facsimile stickers were 
extremely crude and should have been 
detected only illustrates the magnitude of 
Armficld's job. The bogus stickers were 
fashioned from yellow construction paper 
and imprinted with ballpoint pen. 

. Armfield called both incidents 
"isolated," but examples of experiences 
encountered by security people. 

Police Chief Ron Nagel of Fox Lake 
reported that the thieves in both cases 



were apprehended before being able to 
dispose of the stolen goods. A favorite 
method of petty thieves is to take a stolen 
item into a local tavern where the 
bartender conducts an impromptu auction 
and shares in the proceeds.

QUESTION: What is meant by "Single-stitch" cataract surgery? 
ANSWER: During cataract surgery, the eye's natural lens, which has become 
cloudy, is removed. Most frequently, the focusing function of the natural lens 
is replaced with a small, plastic lens implanted in the eye during the surgery. 
This procedure. requires only a very small incision through which a tiny 
ultra-sound wand is inserted to "pulverize" and vacuum out the cataract. Then 
a flexible plastic lens is folded in half, inserted into the eye, unfolded and put 
in place. The incision is small enough to be closed with a single surgical 
stitch. 

If you are are considering having a cataract removed consult your 
ophthalmologist to determine it this surgical technique is appropriate for you.

Revered as one of the 
best sources of vitamins, 
home grown vegetables are 
healthier and tastier than 
supermarket varieties 
because they can be picked 
at the peak of freshness and 
homeowners can avoid the 
harmful pesticides and 
chemicals used by 
commercial growers. 

Sunlight and good soil 
are essential ingredients for 
a healthy garden. Ensure a 
bountiful harvest by 
choosing a site which 
received about seven hours 
of sunlight a day and by 
properly preparing the soil 
to provide vegetables with a 
hospitable growth 
environment. 



Vegetables require earth 
which consists of at lease 
one-third organic material, 
such as Canadian 
Sphagnum Peat Moss. This 
all-natural soil conditioner 
binds sandy soils to prevent 
the leaching of water and 
nutrients and it loosens clay 
soils for better drainage and 
root penetration. It can 
retain 20 times it weight in 
water and will slowly 
release water and stored 
nutrients to the roots. 
Canadian Peat's predictable 
pH level of 3.4 to 4. 8 is 
also beneficial because 
vegetables prefer a 
moderately acidic garden 
bed 

For best results, moisten 
the Canadian Peat overnight 
to activate its sponge-like 
capabilities.

roots, weeds and other 
undesirable materials. Then 
mix in a ratio of one-third 
to one-half moistened 
Canadian Peat, depending 
on the type of soil-sandy, - 
clay or depleted. 

While using a water- 
retentive soil amendment 
will cut down on the 
number of times plants need 
to be watered, it is 
important to give the garden 
a deep, penetrating soaking 
when insufficient rainfall 
leaves the ground dry to the 
touch.

Adding 
nutrients to the soil, such 
as an organic fertilizer, is 
also recommended. 

For on instant garden, 
buy inexpensive transplants 
from the nursery or start 
seeds indoors. When getting 
ready to plant, take note of 
each vegetable's expected 
size and the time of season 
it will bear fruit. Make 
every inch of the garden 
count by interplanting tall 
with low-growing, and 
quick with slow-growing 
vegetables.

In fact, gardens are popping up in the 
most unlikely places, in pots and baskets 
on balconies, as well as in tubs and boxes 
on rooftops. 

Many plants do well in small spaces or 
in containers. Plants grow just as well in 
groups of two as they do in groups of 20, 
with sweet corn being the exception. 
Growing a garden in containers has several 
advantages: 

•you need only a small space in the 
landscape; 

•it is easier to maintain because there is 
less space for weeds. 

•you can move the plants or place them 
at any height: 

•if you live in an area with poor soil, 
you can fill the containers with good 
potting soil. 

•seeds can be sown indoors in 
permanent containers and then moved 



outdoors when the time is right 

•container gardens can be decorative, as 
well as useful. For instance, mixing 
flowers, herbs and vegetables in containers 
can provide a beautiful display all summer 
long. 

Containers such as pots, metal tubs, 
baskets, boxes, hanging baskets or sewer 
tiles should be well-drained and must 
provide space for enough fertile solid for 
the plants. For instance dwarf tomatoes 
and peppers need at least one to two 
gallons of soil per plant Large tomato 
plants, cucumbers and eggplants require at 
least five gallons per plant. Lettuce, 
radishes and most herb plants (parsley or 
chives, for instance) will grow in much 
small containers, such as 10-inch flower 
pots. 

Regardless of the location, patio, 
balcony, rooftop or areas in the landscape, 
containerized plants must have plenty of 
light, fertilizer, water and air. Because the 
soil and roots are restricted, plants will 
have to be watered and fertilized more often.

Homeowners will soon 
be unable to give their grass 
clippings to the garbage 
man, it's lime they start 
giving the clippings back to 
the lawn. 

The weekly contest to 
sec who has the most bags 
of grass clippings on the

There is no need to 
collect grass clippings 
because clippings do not 
cause thatch. When a lawn 
is mowed frequently enough 
that only the top one-third 
to one-fourth of the blades 
arc removed, the clippings 
filter down to the soil. 

Clippings serve as food 
for soil organisms such as 
earthworms, enabling them 
to multiply. The worms, in 
mm, release the organic 
matter back into the soil, 
improving soil structure and 
helping to reduce soil 
compaction. 

Also, as bacteria and 
fungi digest clippings, they 



release nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium 
for re-use by the lawn. 
What's more, these creatures 
tend to cement clay particles 
together, improving soil 
tilth. 

Added organic matter in 
the soil even improves the 
ability of the soil to provide 
moisture during a drought 
The grass does not wilt as 
quickly. 

For best results grass 
should be kept 2 1/2 inches 
high and mowed before it 
reaches 3 1/2 to 4 inches 
tall. If the grass should get 
too tall, mow it as usual 
and allow the clippings to 
dry for day or so. Then

If you do not 
chop up heavy amounts of 
grass clippings, it is not 
only unsightly, but it could 
damage the lawn. 

If accumulated grass . 
roots and rhizomes do 
produce a layer of thatch 
more than 1/4 inch deep 
beneath the grass you 
should "core aerify." This 
process removes cores about 
every two inches in the 
lawn. 

If you "core aerify" 
several times, you will 
eventually eliminate the 
thatch without damaging 
the lawn.

Beans: a staple for any 
garden, beans come in 
endless varieties which can 
be grown on a pole or 
trellis. 

Chamomile, Roman: 
this fast growing perennial 
groundcover bears liny, 
fragrant flowers which can 
be eaten and used for 
making tea once in full 
bloom.
